OME women say they can’t: see any 
G point about this craze for slacks for 

beach and holiday. wear. They say 
that a thin, short-sleeved frock is much 
eooler and ever so much prettier. 


Well, I’m not going to attempt to explain |- 


exactly why slacks have become such a vogue.

In just the same way, we send our hat crowns up and }-

Bu that’s not all there is to this slacks-for- 
playtime business. With their wide legs they 
really are much cooler than they often look. You 
need wear nothing but the very briefest pantics 
underneath. :

Leon, for Mr. Jackson, 
said he was a journalist of some dis- 
tinctlon, and .had had considerable 
contact with the film industry and 
In writing articles In connection with 
actors und actresses, 

“About April 1936 there was: a 
film about to be distributed, or being 
distributed, by the defendants In this 
country,” he continued. “I think the 
name was ‘Desire,’" 

It was important to the defendants 
that they should secure as) much 
publicity as possible for that film, 
Mr, Jackson knew ao Mr. Thomas, 
who, said counsel, was the director 
of publicity for the defendants. He 
hades been anxious to write the life 
story of Miss Dictrich, and he told 
Mr. Thomus, who saw the possi- 
bility for the defendants. He had 
been anxious to write the life story 
of Miss Dietrich, and he told Mr.

ALLEGED AGREEMENT

“Mr. Jackson says that it was ogreed 
between him and Mr. Thomas, on 
behulf of the defendants, that if he 
(Mr. Jackson), at his own expense, 
went to Hollywood, interviewed Miss 
Dietrich, wrote her life _ story, 
secured publication in a leading 
English newspaper with a very large 
circulation, he (Mr. Thomas), on 
behalf of the defendants, would sce 


that Miss Dietrich gave her approval | 


for the story to be written and for 
the necessary facilities for Mr. Jack- 
son to interview her and obtain facts” 
to write that story. 

“Mr, Jackson, on that agreement, 
on his own expense, went to Holly- 
wood, Interviewed her, and obtained 
facts from her and the associated 
company, and. wrote the life story, 
with which the defendants were 
very plensed,” 


NEVER PUBLISHED . 


Mr. Leon added that the story was 
never published because they were 
unable to obtain the approval of Miss 
Dietrich to her ‘life story in her 
nime.

the detajls, why did she not approve? 


Mr. Leon-—-My Lord, because it 
was to be written In the first per- 
son. es 

There was not, Mr. Leon con- 
tinucd, the slightest suggestion 
ngainst the good faith of Mr. Thomns 
or the company in the matter. They 


had made every effort to secure Miss 
Dietrich’s consent. 

Mr, Jackson had proceeded to 
America. and .spent some £300 in 
writing the life story, and then 
found that he was not able to sell it 
to the newspaper because the con- 
sent which Mr. Thomns thought he 
could receive was not obtained.

Graphic descriptions of the fight} 


in the Dreamland Cabaret, Wanchai, 
on July 2, when three Hritlsh sol~ 
dlers were injured were given be- 
fore Mr. Schoficld at the Central 
Maogistracy yesterday at the hearing 
of the charge .agalnst Lewis Prince, 
Stacy Waters, Wallace Austin. ani 
Walter F. King, American Negroes, 
of having behnved in a disorderly 
manner, cousing a brench of the 
peace, King was also charged with 
mallclous wounding. Sub-inspector 
Darkin prosecuted. 

All defendants plended _ self- 
defence, King pleading not gullty to 
the’ second charge. Prince, Waters 
ond Austin were discharged ond the 
ense ngainst King adjourned, 

J. Heeny, manager of the ‘cabaret, 
snild the brawl occurred during an 
interval nbout midnight. He saw a 
group struggling in a corner but 
could -not--distingulsh any .of .the 
fighters. There were nival ratings 
and people in clvilan clothes. He 
saw none in milltary unlform. 

After telephoning for the milltary 
police he saw Waters and Austin, 
He had seen four negroes before; 
two of them had come in with two 
American marines and two later, but 
he did not see them do anything. 
At his request the two left. 

Private M. Keating, of the Sen- 
forth Highlanders, said he hnd gone 
to the Dreamland with four other 
privates In civilian clothes. About 
midnight he was struck in the back 
by a chair by King. Nothing had 
happened before. He spoke to no 
one and no one spoke to him, It 
was an unprovoked’ altuck, 

Keating said he closed with King 
who was empty-handed and alone. 
The chair was lying on the floor. 
During thelr struggle Austin came to 
King's assistance and = someone 
shouted that he was using a knife, 
Keating - sald) he thought Private 
Walker came to his ald and tool: on 
Austin but he was not sure. 

‘ "Gencral Melec” 

There was a general melee for 
about five or six minutes during 
which only fists were used, sald 
Keating. He had a cut over the left 
eye which might have been caused 
by Prince, but he was‘not certain, 

After the fight, sald Keating, he 
and Walker went to the Lower Level 
Milltary Inspection Room where he 
received first ald and was then taken 
to the Bowen Road Hospital. The 
wound over his eye was found to be 
an inch and a half long. 

Fusilier T. Lee sald he was hav- 
ing a drink when some girls came in 
screaming and he saw a fight. Pusi- 
lier Evans, who was with him, could 
see nothing «und went to the door 
where he was confronted by a Negro 
who pushed him on one side and as 
if he Were running away from some 
sort of trouble. He pushed a table 
in the Negro's face as the girls were 
crowding ‘round them and he thought 
the Negro'was trying to get at them, 
The Negro went over backwards Into 
the dance-hull where someone in 
elvillan clothes caught him by, the 
neck, , 

"Tl saw Evans on the‘ floor,” Lee 
continued, “and there was something 
flashing in the Negro’s hand but 
there was such a scramble I couldn't 
sec what it was, I went to Evans's 
assistance, called o sailor and help- 
ed him into the toilet-room where 
we atlended to-hlm. There was 
blood coming from his right side. 

Lee suid he could not Identify the 
N 


eRro. 

Fusitier J. A, Evans said he had 
Just “sat’ down after” entering: the 
cabaret when he -heard the girls 
screaming und saw fighting in which 
people in, uniform and elvilian 
clothes, and some Negroes were tak~- 
ing part. 

King came towards him and he 
tried to get out of his way, thinking 
he was'trying to escape, The man 
lunged towards him and he felt a 
pnin in his left side. King was hold- 
{ng something in his hand but he 
could not see what it was; it was 
something dark, however. 

"Y then fainted and knew | no- 
thing until I was belng attended,” 
sald Lee. . 

In the hospital he was found to 
have an Incised wound half an Inch 
Jong in the abdomen wall, into which 
a stitch was inserted. The wound 
healed in four days.

The Englishman hit 
Prince in the mouth and a general 
fight began. Austin said he did not 
remember much of it except that 
everyone seemed to be picking them 
out. 

“1 wish to say that it was sclf- 
defence," he declared, “J hnd no 
grudge against anybody, JI really 
went thero to have a good time and 
1 wasn’t drunk.” ;

“THE MATTER WILL

Moscow, June 18, 


Additional details of widespread 
Trotskylsm in White Russia are re- 
veuied by Sharangovich, Sceretary of 
the White Russian Central Com- 
mittee, recently arrived there from 
Moscow, with the Kremlin's full 
confidence, 


During the past half-year the 
party was compelled to expel 31 pro- 
pagandists and 140 secretaries. This 
was after the verification and ex- 
change of party documents initiated 
in 1933 had resulted in the expulsion 
ef 70 party organisers and secret~ 
aries, and the removal of 421 
functlanaries, 367 directors of aogti- 
cultural cartels and 150 ‘industrial 
executives, 


Altogether 1,233. persons are in- 
volved in the purge, many of whom 
are denounced as wreckers, spies 
and cnemics of the people. Yet 
Sharangovich stated, “Judging from 
the data obtained) from. the confes- 
sions and testimony of all these spies 
und wreckers, the matter will go 
further and more profoundly. The 
wreclcing activitics were dirceted by 
previously ‘honoured’ men,".

The fact that Russian airmen 
have flown non-stop, without re- 
fuelling, over a distance of 
more than six thousand ‘miles 
serves to illustrate the rapid 
advances which are being made 
in the science of aviation. In 
this instance, the flight was 
intended to illustrate the ‘pos- 
sibilities of civil flying via the 
[polar regions, and the success 
achieved isa remarkable tribute 
to Russian aviation skill as well 
as evidence of the feasibility of 
opening up new. long-distance 
routes. But, as we pointed out 
When the previous Russian flight 
was “made, there are lessons 
also in these achievements: so 
far as aerial warfare is con- 
cerned, Coincident with 
gress in civil aviation, if not at 
greater pace, aerial 
warcraft are being almost daily 
improved both in power and 
carrying power. The latest 
British bombers, according to 
an aeronautical authority, are 
very much faster and carry 
much heavier loads than the 
machines which they have but 
recently displaced. The best of 
the new aeroplanes have a speed 
‘of 279 miles an hour, a range of 
11,500 miles, and’ can operate at 
a height of 20,000 feet. What 
distinguishes the new types of 
|bombers is the: greater loads 
they can carry, loads nearly 
twice those of the older types. 
These are .the latest achicve- 

ments of acronnutical science. 

‘But how long will they hold a 

place of pre-eminence? The 

principle governing the British 
policy of air power is that it 
must have a-force at least equal 
to that of any nation within 
bombing distance. That secmed 
quite satisfactory at the time it 
was announced, for pcople’s 
thoughts wwere directed towards 
one potential enemy.

“HERE is now a new 
movement, extending 
over a large part of

For some years, after the 
disturbances of the econo- 
mic depression and financial 
crisis, the instinctive action 
of every country was to 
“run to cover,” to protect 
the home market by 
shutting out imports. — Now 
the tide is turning. 

The signs come from many 
quarters. Mr. Cordell Hull, the 
Socretary of State in the U.S.A, 
with the full support of the Pre- 
sident, is doing his utmost to 
secure reductions in both Ame- 
rican and foreign tariffs by com- 
mercial agreements. 

The French Government has 
just secured new powers. to Te- 
move “quota” restrictions. 

A whole group of Northern 
European countrics mecting at 
Oslo—Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark, Belgium, Holland, Finland 
—recently agreed to limit their 
tariffs, and reduce their other re- 
strictions of exch other’s goods 
und are inviting other countrics 
to come into their agreement. 

There is a now effort to in- 
crense trade between the Danu- 
bian countries, Czecho-Slovakia,

This may require some change 
in our present rules in applying 
what is called) the — ‘“most- 
favoured-nation clause: that 
is the clause which provides that 
whatever tariff a country im- 


‘poses on each class of goods it 


shall apply it equally to the ex- 
ports of all other countries. 
That was a very suitable clause 
for us to insist on when we were 
a free-trade country, , 


But now that we have Imperial 
preference and have imposed 
quotas which are in effect dis- 
crimingtory, it is a serious ob- 
stacle to low tariff clubs. We 
need not abandon the clause, but 
we ought to make exceptions to 
it to prevent it from having this 
effect. 


LASTLY, we ought to re- 
; “turn to our’ historic 
principle of the “open door’’—or 
I should prefer to call it “equality 
of trading opportunity’—for the 
Crown Colonies. In most of the

-—6Toil For $1 A Day > 
— And Are 


-OF all the toilers of the Middle 
Kingdom, perhaps none are 
more familiar to residents of 
Hongkong than the ubiquitous 
ricksha puller and his equally 
hard-working compatriot the 
sedan-chalr bearer. Indeed, we 
look upon them with that sort 
of disinterested impersonality 
that is born of mingled apathy 
and contempt, and after having 
bestowed the customary yratui- 
ty for their services, dismiss 
them with scarcely a second 
thought. In short, although 
most of us itt one time or 
another have wondered — from 
whence come the ranks of these 
perspiring meo-met-ma or “taile 
less horses” as the Chinese term 
thém, yet we know’ very little 
of their lives, and the reasons 
that have induced them to enter 
upon such an arduous trade 
‘which at best offers not much 
more than a bare existence. 


Poverty, of course, is the impell- 
ing) motlve-—not the gentee! neediness 
of the more prosperous West, but 
penury in grim reallly with the 
spectre of starvation always hover- 
Ing In the offing. Under such condi- 
tions, men are glad to ac epl any 
arrangement which will at least pro- 
vide the barest minimum of physical 
comfort, Therefore, the hard life of 
the ricksha and chair coolle is attrat- 
tive to many of the impecuntous and 
broken-down farmers in various parts 
of the province, 


Indeed, it is from the agricultural 
classes that the majority of the 
Colony'’s 2,000 ricksha pullers) and 
upwards of 600 chair bearers re re- 
crulted. They represent the poverty- 
stricken farmers of some ofthe Enst 
River districts, notably Hoi-fung and 
Luk-fung in that aren midway be- 
tween Swabue and Swatow. A few, 
moreover, hall from) Wal-chau and 
others come from the Sz-yap district 
of Yan-p'ing. 


It is the difficulty of wresting n 
Mving from the sterile soll of thelr 
ancestral fields, coupled with the bit- 
ter poverty of thelr daily lives that 
have forced these thousands of sturdy 
labourers to’ the cities in search of 
employment, Actually, so numerous 
are the hordes of half-starved furmer- 
folk and so keen the competition for 
jobs that they readily lend themselves 
to exploitation. Many of these In the 
past fell victims to the wiles of shame- 
less crimps and were Invelgled into 
going abroad, where they were sold 
Into peonnge on the great sugar plan-

tations of Cuba and the infamous

of the jobs that ore open toa the un- 
sktMed labourer from the - country. 
Unfortunately, however, instead of 
applying: directly to the ricksha or 
edan-chiir kung-sz or “companies”, 
arrangements are more likely to be 
made with one of the so-called foo- 
sc-lei or “sub-managers", which is 
just another term for the middlemen 
of Western countries. These indivi- 
duals, for instance, in the case of a 
rleksha, hire it out to the coolies 
for ubout 80 cents per day of 24 
hours, which In actuality is more 
than 24 ccnts dearer than the rates 
charged by the bung-sz. Frequent- 
ly, too, the uruat demand made by 
these “imiddleraen” is that the coolies 
pay a so-called “retaining fee" of 
approximately $5.00 monthly for the 
privilege of pulling the vehicle. 


The usual practice Is for two men, 
usually clansmen or close fricnds, 
who enter into an agreement with 
the foo-sz-lei to hire a vehicle. Each 
takes turns in pulling it about the 
streets in search of custom; ond the 
hours stipulated are twelve for each 
‘puller, On the average, the daily in- 
come of cachoricksha and chair coolle 
is about one dolar, although occasion- 
ally, In tlmes of inclement weather, 
it may rise as hikh as two dollars or 
even more. Such oceasions are, how- 
ever, extremely rare, and consider- 
ing that food costs the coolie about 
50 cents or 60 cents per day, in the 
Jong run he ds, Indeed, fortunate if he 
can secure a bare living, Clothes, 
however, are items of less consequence 
-—the sum.of $8 or $10 per annum 
beings deemed a sufficlent outlay. 


The various “companies” provide 
shelter for the coolies in the form 
of doss-houscs or kwoo-lei-kwoon as 
they are termed In the vernacular. 
These consist of tenements located in 
Wanchai and Staunton. Street area of 
the Colony, in which bed-space is let 
out to the inmates at the rental of 
about two dollars monthly. - 


Unhappy Existence 


Life in these coolie -doss-houses is 
very unsatisfactory at best, as Mfty 
men are crowded Into one large room 


provided .with rows of bunks one 
nbove the: other, Sanitary arrantec- 
“ments are negligible, but the coolies 
are sutlsficd with the minimum of 
comfort, 
the place in their llves as a sort of 
club house, and the hours when the 
Inmates are not ‘sleeping are spent 
in rending Chinese novels, perusing 
newspapers and gossip. Gambling, 


_ too, fs a pustime frequently indulged 


in, but, of course, entirely: sub-rosa 
os games of hazard are officially 
Wanned in the Colony. The game 
atnerally played is said to be 
the Ch'luechau variant of the 
ordinary Chinese dominocs, but 
80 engrossed do the coolles 
become that in the course of 
-on evening the Josses nnd winnings 
will nmount to o considerable sum. 
Furthermore, it is the wont of these 
follers to club together in groups of 
say half a dozen or so and hove a 
‘fenst once every fortnight. Upon 
these occasions, sheung-ching—the 
“ potent spirit of - the -commonality 


In fact, these kwoon assume, 


freely flows? The coolies seck to 
drown In the flow of wine the sor- 
rows and hardships of thelr drab, 
work-aeday Ives, and to hasten that 
pleasant state of inebriation, they in- 
dulge in the game of ch’aal-mool, a 
Chinese form of the Italian game of 
morra or “suessing fingers". He 
who loses, must drink and sooner or 
Inter the whole company is’ more or 
less In a state of jovial intoxication. 


The sort of life led by the cooties 
with its burden of uncertainties for- 
ever present saps them of any 
desire to Improve their condition. 
In fact, the sum of $200 Is 
regarded as a fortune, ond 
n few amongst them strive to 
save this amount so that they may 
return to thelr native districts. With 
good Juck, barring accidents and ill- 
health, a steady worker may acquire 
that amount in a year or so of strenu- 
ous toll, Unfortunately, Fate does 
not seem to smile upon the averase 
ricksha or chalr coolie and he may 
spend half a decade without any 
favourable opportunity of acquiring 
the coveted aggrerate. In fact, the 
more athletic die youns, and the piti- 
able drawback of age overtakes the 
rest so that they are often forced to 
seck different’ occupations which in 
the case of those in the Colony is to 
engage jn hawking—another over- 
crowded and poorly remunerated pro- 
fession, 


In The Hands of The 
Shylocks 


Various factors serve to hinder the 
ricksha puller in his hope of saving 
for the proverbial rainy day, and one 
of these is the professional money 


lender who is always ready to take - 


advantage of these poor tollers. For 
instance, it may be assumed that ill- 
or else some calamity amongst 

s family at his native place has 
made it incumbent to raise a certain 
sum he has no. other 
but to apply to the local “Shylocks” 
who will advance the money required. 
The amount lent Js never large, 
searcely if ever is It over $20, but the 
interest for even this sum fs excessive,

at Teast 20 cents a day. Moreover, 
in the event of a coolic returning 
home, it is required that he first find 
another man to take his place, and it 
is further:stipulated that the new 
recrult must become responsible for 
all debts previously contracted. 


Likewise, in case of damage by, 
collision or accident which on account 
of the excessive motor traMec in the 
streets Is not an unforeseen possibili- 
ty, the puller is always deemd res- 
ponsibl. However, if his vehicle be 
struck by a motor car, he may 
attempt to obtain damages from the 
driver, though he Is rarely successful. 
Furthermore, it is stated that in the 
case of a ricksha being damaged by 
the police, the puller does not dare to 


claim against them, and consequently - 


he must bear the total loss. This is 
often a considerable sum, for a new 
ricksha costs in the nelghbourhood of 
about $80, and in the case of un- 
scrupulous behaviour on the part of 
any member of the kung-sz may be 
increased to an indefinite amount, 
which the unfortunate cootle is obliged 
to pay out of his daily pittance. 


There is another factor “which ts 
frequently met with in the rough and 
tumble of their daily Jives; it is the 
case of patrons who refuse to pay the 


‘fare after being pulled or carried to 


their destination. This practice, 
which Js quite aptly termed ts-oh 
pa-wong ch’e or ts-oh pa-wong-kiu, 
Le. “riding inn ricksha or sedan- 
chair and refusing to pay the custom- 
ary stipznd” Is said to be a flagrant 
fault of some of the seafaring visi- 
tors to the Colony who at the time

Genesis of The Ricksha 


It may be Interesting to note that 
rickshus have been known in Hong- 
kong for well over half a century. 
In fact, the ricksha or rather the 
genesis of .the idea for it originated 
in Japan about the year 1869, when 
an-American missionary by name of 
Goble, converted a baby carriage into 
a vehicle in which he could take his 
invalid wife out for an airing. He 
hired a coolie to pull it about the 
streets of Shinagawa (near Yoko- 
hama), and soon it became readily 
apparent to the Japanese at large that 
the carriage had merits. In fact, the 
very next year, a Japanese by name 
of K. Takayama took out a patent for 
a vehicle bared on the contraption 
of the venerable missionary, The 
origins] wooden wheeled “ricky” has 
since then undergone considcrable 
elaboration, and hns become widely 
populur as a means of locomotion in 
countries as far distant os South 
Africa. Indeed, rickshas mude their 
appearance in the United States last 
year at the occasion of the Chicago 
Exposition, Ricksha races were held, 
and it became possible to be pulled 
about the grounds of the fair by 
sturdy American College students 
who had adopted this means of carn- 
ing additional income to meet their 
tuition fees, Of course, whether the 
Idea will spread in that country re- 
mains doubtful, but the fact remains 
that rickshas possess undoubted merit 
and the promoters are — said 
to be considering the pos- 
sibility of further introduction of the 
vehicle into some of the more popular 
beach resorts there, where -it is 
thought that it might be a successful 
competitor with the beach-chairs now 
employed. :

Hewlett Johnson, following his 
much-eriticised visit to Spuin, were 
publicly censured by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury at the meeting of the 
Church Assembly recently.

The Archbishop said: 

“There Is.one matter affecting the 
relations of the Church of England 
gwith foreign Churches or countries to 
which Iam reluctantly oblMped to re- 
fer, In view of widespread mls- 
understandings and” misconceptions, 
both at home and abrond, | find it 
necessary to say that I hove, of 
course, no responsibility for some 
recent actions and opinions of the 
Dean of Canterbury, and, even if 1 
wished to do so, IT have in law no 
power whatever to remove the Dean 
from his offlce by reason of such 
actions ond opinions, 


“T ought, perhops, to add, that, 
while I fully respect the Dean's con- 
selentious convictions and alms, 
have expressed to him my regret that 
he should have brought into the arena 
of acute politleal controversy the 
nome of the Cathedral Church of 
Canterbury, and the special nnd 
world-wide assoclations which sure 
round that name.” 

Dr. Hewlett) Johnson told a 
London pre representative ree 
cently “Lam glid that the Archbishop 
hos had opportunity of soying in 
public that the action I took was 
undertaken,on my own responsibility. 
We ure very great friends and I am 
grieved that he should have been 
blamed for any step which [ felt it 
on my conscience to take," 


CALLED “RED DEAN” 


Dr. Hewlett Johnson, who is aed 
63, was freely described in the Ger- 
mon Press as “Canterbury's Red 
Dean,” after his personal investigation 
of a portlon of Spanish territory, un- 
dertaken at the invitation of the 
Valencia Government. 

He has been described, olso, as 
“England's most unorthodox Church- 
man.” He was once a railway en- 
gineer and, shortly after his ordina- 
tion, joined the LL.P, 

During his Spanish trip he was an 
eyewltness of an alr raid at Durango, 
He referred to the attacking machines 
as “General Franco's aircraft,” but 
was later told that the Junta had 
denied bombing the town. Dr. John- 
son has conslstently criticised General 
Franco in hia public specches. 

His = most recent exploit was in 
Strasburg ao fortnight ago, where he

“It Was one mass of 
flames when he went In, The last 
I saw of Walter was at the bedroom 
window. I could not see whether he 
hod anything {n his arms.” 

Police Constable Baker said that 
he clambered up n Indder and stepped 
inside a bed-room window, 

“IT had to shicld myself: with my 
cape, then that caught fire,” he said, 
T realised that if there was anybody 
in that room they could not be allve. 
When 1 looked out of the window the 
Indder was blazing, A constable

LIE DETECTOR 


More Effective Than 
The Third Degree

Although the test, which Dr. Kan- 
ter termed successful, had no effect 
upon the ‘prisoners’ cases, the young, 
doctor beleves some day his method, 
when more highly developed, muy be 
used extensively. : 

WANTS TO TEST KILLER 


Tho next step in the tests, Dr. 
Kanter sald, would be to place 
person convicted of murder in a 
hypnotic trance and have the murder 
re-enacted, : 

Dr. Kanter believes he is the first 
to use hypnosis In an attempt to 
obtain a confession. He hit upon the 
idea one day while talking to an old 
Negro whom he suspected of petty 
thievery. 

The doctor said he asked him in a 
joking way whether he'd ever stolen 
anything in his fife. 

“No sir, boss,” the Neyro replied 
earnestly. 


Dr. Kanter then asked him to lie 
down while he tried a ‘tle experl- 
ment."

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PARENTS | 
NOT TO 
BLAME 
Home Lessons 
“Intrusion” 


‘ : Edinburgh, July 1. : 
The break-up of home life, the 
causo of juvenile ‘delinquency, 
the “Intrusion” of the school on 
family He throuzh. home. work. 
and the need for religious teach- 
Sne in the schools “to contradict 
the utter paganism” to be seen In 
Edinburgh, were among the 
topics discussed at a conference 
held fn Edinburgh Jast night. 


The conference, which discussed 
"Co-operation between home and 
school,” was held in Bruntsfeld 
School. Mrs. J. F, Bruce, chairman 
of the Central Council of the 
Edinburgh and Leith Parent and 
Parent Teachers’ Assoclations pre- 
sided. 


“We near ai lot these days of 
nursery schools, physical training, 
and juvenile delinquency. With re- 
gard to the Iatter, we are told by 
Magistrates, Sheriffs, and ministers 
of religion that parents ure to blame. 
Nobody defends the parents unless 
they do so themselves. : 


“If a young minjster comes to a 
church, he is not content until he 
gets Boy Scouts, Girl Guides, and a 
Band of Hope, and thus the church 
tempts the children out of doors 
practically every night of the week 
That is one reason for the break-u 
of home life.” - 


These observations were made by 
Mrs, Bruce in the course of an 
address to the conference. . 


“WEEK-ENDS SHOULD BE FREE” 


“The school,” she continued, “does 
not break up home life, but it In- 
trudes upon it, and the school !s 
intruding: far too much on the home 
dife of the nation. The development 
of music or uny hobby cannot be 
carried on in the home, because the 
older children have to devote the 
whole night to home lessons.” 


She had heard It sald by a teacher, 
said Mrs. Bruce that if a child did 
home lessons on a Sunday it was 
6ecuuse the child had given up the 
whole of Saturday to pleasure. 


“Why should a child not devote 
the: Saturday to pleasure? Home 
work should not be allowed to in- 
trude on cither Saturday or Sunday.” 
(Applause.) 


With reference to the Parents’ 
association movement, which was 
first begun locally in Leith Academy 
in 1920, MIrs. Bruce remarked that in 
Edinburgh they now had thirteen 
ussociations. “They were not de- 
pressed by the slowness of the 
movement, which in Scotland ‘wis 
making more progress than in Eng- 
Jand among parents, They would 
like to get the co-operation of the 
teachers... (Applausce.) . 


“CHILDREN LIKE SCHOOL” 


That teachers and parents had the 
same alm and purpose In relntion to 
the children under their care was 
stressed by Mr. F. W. D. Stewart, 
headmaster of ‘Flora’ Stevenson's 
School. They must train the chil- 
dren to yvrow up honest and God- 
fearing, to educate them for suitable 
employment and the right use of 


Ietsure, and Jay the foundations of, 


ood citizenship. . 


“Most children do ilke the school 
now, but we teachers cannot fulfil 
the alm alone,” said Mr, Stewart. If 
parents and teachers got together, 
then perhaps they could accomplish 
it.’ (Applanuse.) 


Speaking of the desirability of 
children having a church connection, 
Mr. Stewart said it wag required to 
impart a certain’ refinement of 
manner and to contradict the utter 
paganism which they saw in Edin- 
burgh on a Sunday. On Blackford 
Hill one could see women trousered 
and smoking and playing football. 


Homework, he thought, should be 
graded, according to both age and 
the home circumstances of the child. 


“A MINISTER'S JOB” 


“Although things have Improved 
greatly in recent years, some children 
still live in houses where’ whole 
families live in one room, and the 
table Is never clear of dirty dishes. 
You cannot expect a child to turn out 
anything worth looking at, under 
such circumstances,” declared Mr. 
Stewart. : : 


He wos not, however, against home 
work altogether, but it should not be 
given without much consideration. 
He agreed there should’ be none ot 
the week-end. (Applause.) 


In the discussion which followed, 
one man expressed the view that 
there should be no religious instruc- 
ton In schools, o remark which 
provoked cries of dissent from the 
body of the hall. He suggested that 
joo teaching was “a minister's 
ob. s 


Mr. Hendry, president of the

DIES AFTER 
HARD FIGHT 


CARRIED FROM RING 
UNCONSCIOUS 


Jose Triminiz Grande died in 
Singapore on the night of July 11. 
Ho diced as other Filipino heroes of 
the ring have done, fighting gamely 
to the Iast; never giving ground no 
matter how {he going was, and in 
the case of Grande, according to o 
United Press dispatch, the golng was 
pretty tough. But truce to the tradi- 
tion thot has made Phillppine 
history, he went down fighting. He 
was buried in: Blngapore, the tragic 
victim of a fierce fight with Nal 
Boon Mah, Slamese battler, - 


At the end of his final -bout, 
Grande was carried: from the ring 
unconscious after fighting a game 
but losing battle against a strong 
er opponent who punished him ter- 
ribly with heavy body and head 
blows.

URPRISING that the mercan- 

tile world of his day allowed tho 

painter Cotman to live at all. 
After oll, what claim had he to 
survival? . 


His fickle temperament made him 
. Useless a8 o holrdresser (belleved to be 
his father’s trado), insincere as an antl- 
guarian and none. too reliablo as o 
wing-master-—three mibtiers which 

the world of his day well understood. 


But John Sell Cotman wanted to 
record and create beauty—to discover 
now whys to do it. And the beauty he

era of sentiment, classical when romnan- 
ticlsm was blossoming. 

Not but that Cotman tried year 
after year to hit tt off with the con- 
temporary public: that ia the pity of 
this tale, Ho just’ couldn't do it, He 
couldn’t help bursting Out again and 
working out his own problem his own 
Mi for himsclf—and eo for pos 

rity! Moreover, it appears that the 
public, as it always docs, suspected 
the works which he palnted insin- 
cerely, to try to please it, 

Then there was his ovil genius of a 
benefactor—Dawszon Turner, the Yar- 
mouth banker. Tho honourable but 
humble employments which this kindly 
business man provided for. Cotman 
absorbed most of the energics of his 
prime, Without them, he might not 
havo lived. With them, miserable os 
much of bis life was, ho did at least 
have his outbursts, 

In fact, the character of Turner 
shows Stself much more clearly than 
Cotman's in this book. 

The root causo of Cotman’s lis 
was the age ho lived in (born 1762, 
died 1842), After tho great patron- 
age, before the time when a vastly en- 
larged upper bourgeolsio got culture- 
lust and was ready to support o fair 
body of original artists. 

Little wonder that mental derange- 
ment showed Itself at times in the tem- 
perament of Cotman ond of his sons. 
An “artistic temperament” docs not

OUR CENSORS HAVE GOT | CARDINALS 


THEIR SCISSORS BUSY 


ON “CHINA SEAS” 


(By HB) 


A year or 0 ago the famous 


MGM. picture “China Seas” was 


banned by the Hongkong censors. To-day that ban has been lifted 


and the 


lm is showing at the King’s Theatre. 


But doubtless few 


cinema-gocré will be surprised to know that the picture has been 
oxtensively cut,-and {fs but a fragmentary film. 


Having seen the filming of “China 
Sens" aboard, where the censors have 
nitowed the full running of the pirate 
seenes, the following description of 
the deleted scenes may interest Hong- 
kong film-goers who will certainly 
wonder what tukes place between the 
robbing of the arsenal and the enter- 
Ing in the Jog-bopk by Gable ‘that 
pirates hud boarded the. ship, 


TWO MAIN CUTS 


There are two main cuts, A minor 
pne in the opening shots shows 
Gable, with the Peak in the back- 
Hroup of Chinese coolle women snd 
steerage passengers. He suspects a 
group of Chinese coolie women and 
throws them a few apples from a 
nearrby crate. The women catch 
them without fumbling. “No woman 
can catch an apple'clean,” says 
Goble, as he strips the “women” and 
finds them to be men heavily armed. 

It Is regrettable that the film has 
been robbed of Its grand climax by 
the deletion of the actual piracy. 1 
think that some of them, particularly 
those showlng how Lewis Stone vin- 
dicates his honour, could have been 
retained. 

After the robbing of the arsenal 
and the distribution of the rifles to 
the slcerage passengers, the pirates, 
led by Beory, take command of the 
ship in ‘the approved style after a 
good deal of firlng. Then a flotilla 
of junks manned by Maloy plrates 
come aboard headed by Ivan 
Lebedeff, a most fantastle and In- 
credible pirate chief, swathed in 
fRorgeous silk trappings and turban. 

The plrates then torture Gable and 
Lewis Stone with. a “Chinese boot,” 
alleged to be an instrument something 
like a large thumbescrew. Beery alds 
in this torture but ‘cleverly conceals 
his connectlons with the pirates, 
Gable, of course, refuscs to give the 
whereabout of the gold. 

Lebedeff, the pirate chief, speaks 
only Maluy, so Gable, when the 
occasion offers, shouts to him tn 
Engilsh, hoping that his words will 
be overheard by some of the officers, 
that a drawer in his cabin {is full of 
mills bombs, Dawson; the chief 
omficer, and Stone overhear him but 
Dawson lacks the courage. Stone, 
however, crawls over the decks (his 
feet have been mangled by the tor- 
turing Instrument), gets a pocketful 
of the bombs, and drawing the pins 
of two or three with his teeth, Jumps 
overboard Into the pirate junks, He 
and they are, of course, blown sky- 
high, and in the resultant disorder, 
ihe oMcers regain command of the 
ship.

SIR JOHN SIMON 
ANSWERS: CRITICS 


London, July 16.. 

The third reading of the Finance 
Bill was passed jn the House of Com- 
mons to-day, and during the debate 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir 
John Simon, dealt with ecriticlsms of 
the Government's resort ta borrowing 
to supplement the maln contributions 
provided year by year by taxpayers. 
* Sir John drew a distinctlon between 
borrowlng for immediate curren: 
needs, that came to be criticlsed in 
1931, and the present borrowing for a 
programme deslyned to give security 
for a generatlbn to toxpayera and 
which was naccompanicd by a large 
contribution from taxpayers, In 1931 
there wag no provision for repayment. 
Provision now belng made Included a 
specific arrangement for redemption 
of what !s borrowed over 25 years 
and a charge on defence loan of 
annulty. What was happening under 
the National Defence Loan was having 
no damaging effect on credit.> On 
the contrary, there were continuing 
Anereases in employment, reduction In 
unemployment and increase In pro- 
duction, 

Referring to — suggestions 
slumps always followed periods of 
prosperity, Sir John sald he could 
not accept such a Calvinistic view 
when, as at present, expansion of 
trade was on healthy lines. He 
described as a fallacy the Opposition 
criticism that the present trade pros- 
perity was of a temporary and arti- 
ficial nature, duc to a great extent to 
expansion of armaments, An 
Immense and sustained improvement 
din trade took place long before. He 
was not disputing that additional cx- 
pansion of armaments did not in- 
crease the volume of our trade, but 
it was not the original or main cause 
of the present trade prosperity and it 
did not follow that later we were 
Yloing to fall back Into depths of de- 
pression.—British Wireless,

LOCAL LAW BEING

marine insurance companies under 
the Regulations in the First.Schedufe 
to the Fire and Marine Insurance 
Compnnics Deposit Ordinance, No. 
32 of 1917, and also in respect o 
trust companies under section 81 (2) 
of the Trustee-Ordinance, No, 18 of 

34, 

a Y order to give the Registrar of
